Tue University Excursions are arranged that the Summer Session students 
may visit to better advantage certain institutions of educational and cultural value 
within New York City and places of historic, literary and general interest near the 
city. These excursions are so planned that they may be made at a minimum of 
time and expense and with a maximum of pleasure and profit. Accordingly, each 
excursion will be under personal direction; special cars, boats, and trains will be 
chartered for many of the trips; short introductory comments or general lectures 
will preface every excursion and at each place visited accurate information will be 
given by some one who isan authority. The places visited are so selected that ina 
systematic way a general knowledge of New York City and vicinity may be 
gained. 

Because of the conflict of hours and the interference with regular academic duties 
the excursions are so divided that those who are busy with their studies for the 
greater part of the time may yet have the advantage of certain excursions, while 
those whose schedules are not so heavy may enjoy, with less restrictions, the 
majority or all of the excursions. Accordingly, the excursions will be in two 
divisions. 

In Division J are those excursions which, with the exception of 2A, will be made 
on Saturdays only. The excursions in this division are designed primarily for 
recreation and pleasure and hence the number accommodated will be much larger 
than in the excursions in Division Il. As far, therefore, as the limits will permit 
over and above the regular excursion fees, the excursions in Division I will be 
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open, in the order of application, to all Summer Session students free of charge 
other than the actual expense involved in making any particular excursion. This 
expense, exclusive of lunches and incidentals, is indicated as follows:

EXCURSIONS IN DIVISION II 


Open only to those who have paid the Excursion Fee of $6. 

The excursions in this division are informational in their nature, dealing with 
industrial, economic, and sociological matters and problems. By special arrange- 
ment, admission is not only gained to places which, as a rule, are not open to the 
public, but, in addition, unusual opportunities are offered for minute study and 
for careful observation. It is necessary, therefore, that the excursions in this 
division be made in small, limited groups or sections, for, as indicated above, they 
are designed to offer instruction based upon first-hand observations and direct 
local explanations. To safeguard these limits and thus better to insure these ends, 
the excursions in Division I] will be open only to a limited number, who in the 
order of application have paid an excursion fee of $6. The limit is175. This 
fee, if not paid in advance, is to be paid at the office of the Bursar, 309 
University Hall. After the payment of this fee students should go to Earl 
Hall for registration and assignment to sections. Registration begins on 
Thursday, July 5. This assignment to sections will, as far as possible, be based 
on personal choice. Each student will receive a card indicating the section assign- 
ment. Tickets for the excursions requiring tickets may be purchased at the time 
of registration. Particular attention is called to the fact that if, at the time of 
registration, tickets for the excursions open to Division I are not purchased these 
tickets should be purchased before they go on sale to members of Division I.

Lecture, ‘Columbia University in the City of New York’, by Professor Craw- 
ford to all members of Division II, Monday, July 9, in Room 309 Havemeyer 
Hall at 3:30 p.m. Visit to University buildings in Two Sections. Section I, 
Monday, July 9, immediately after the lecture. Section II, Tuesday, July 10, 
leaving Earl Hall promptly at 4 p.m. This visit will include several of the de- 
partmental museums, the mechanical vault, heating plant, model of the Univer- 
sity, Trustees’ room, concluding with a climb to the dome of the Library. From 
the dome, general directions will be pointed out and the splendid panoramic view 
of the city studied somewhat in detail. No charge.

Section I, Tuesday, July 10; Section II, Wednesday, July 11; Section III, 
Monday, July 16; Section IV, Wednesday, July 18; Section V, Monday, July 
23; Section VI, Friday, July 27; Section VII, Wednesday, August 1; Section

Each section will leave Earl Hall promptly at 7:30 p. m., entering automobiles 
at Broadway and 117th Street. The route followed will be in general as follows: 
down Broadway, Fifth Avenue, Broadway, Canal and Bayard Streets to China- 
town. Visit the places of interest in Chinatown, supper in Chinese restaurant 
(cost included in ticket); from Chinatown up the Bowery to Delancey Street, 
through the heart of the East Side; from the East Side back to Broadway, up 
Broadway to Fifth Avenue, Fifth Avenue to rroth Street, 110th Street to the 
University, arriving about 10:30 p. m. The chief places of interest will be pointed 
out en route. 


EXCURSION NO. 3A. Circumnavigating Manhattan Island, Wednesday, 
July 11. Tickets, 75 cents. Sections II to V open to Division I. For dates, see 
Excursion 3A in Division I, page 3. 

Leave Earl Hall promptly at 2:35 p. m., going to Broadway and 117th Street. 
Take Broadway (Fort Lee Ferry) car going north to end of the line at West 129th 
Street. Walk north to West 130th Street pier. Boat leaves from this pier at 2:50. 

This excursion is especially recommended on account of the pleasure afforded 
and the information to be gained. The trip requires about three hours. Starting 
from 130th Street, the route will be south, down the Hudson or North River to the 
Battery, up the East River, under the big bridges, into the Harlem River, through 
the United States Government Ship Canal and Spuyten Duyvil Creek, down the 
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Hudson, showing splendid view of the Palisades, to West 130th Street, passing en 
route the entire water front of Manhattan Island—about forty-four miles. It may 
be necessary to reverse this route. Few trips offer a better conception of the mag- 
nitude and the varied interests of New York City. Two experienced lecturers will 
accompany the party, and the many places of interest will be pointed out and com- 
mented upon. Fare, 10 cents. 


EXCURSION NO. 4. To the Metropolitan Museum of Art, Thursday, July 12. 


Leave Earl Hall promptly at 2:35 p. m., walking east to Amsterdam Avenue 
and 116th Street, there take Amsterdam Avenue surface car south to 106th Street; 
there transfer east on 116th Street crosstown car, keeping transfer for Madison 
Avenue car; transfer again at Madison Avenue and 116th Street, going down 
Madison Avenue south to 82nd Street; walk one block west to the museum at 
Fifth Avenue and 82nd Street. Return in two groups, the first group leaving the 
museum at 5 o'clock, the second at 5:30. Those wishing to return earlier reverse 
the order of coming. Carfare, 10 cents. The return may be made in Fifth Avenue 
busses for 10 cents. 

It is difficult to see to advantage in one afternoon more than one of the many 
collections in the museum. Accordingly, before leaving Earl Hall, cards will be 
issued indicating a choice of the collection in which each one is most interested. 
Upon arrival at the museum, groups will be formed according to the various 
collections indicated. Through the courtesy of the museum experienced guides 
will be in charge of each group. 

The museum is open daily from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m., Sundays 1 to 6 p. m. On 
Mondays and Fridays only, an admission fee of twenty-five cents is charged, which 
will be remitted to Summer Session students upon presentation of Bursar’s receipt. 
Circulars of information giving floor plans and index to objects of especial interest 
may be obtained free at the entrance. Colored floor plans posted in the galleries 
will help in finding collections. Attention is called to the following collections: 
First Floor, Right of Entrance—Original objects from Ancient Egypt, Collection 
of Armor. Left of Entrance—Classical collections (in process of rearrangement). 
Straight ahead through east galleries—Decorative arts, tapestries, sculpture, 
woodwork, including the Hoentschel Collection. Second Floor, Front of Building, 
North—Far Eastern Collection; Near Eastern Art, including porcelains, pottery, 
bronzes, lacquer, etc.; collections of European pottery and porcelain, silver, laces, 
textiles; South—Prints, Morgan Collections of ivories, enamels, and metalwork. 
Back of Grand Stairease—paintings, furniture, Altman Collection. 


EXCURSION NO. 5. To upper Manhattan and the Bronx, Friday, July 13. 

Tickets, 75 cents. 

Leave Earl Hall promptly at 2:35 p. m., t 
Broadway and 117th Street. Prine peter grnmchioy soapah 
Stadium of the College of the City of New York. From the Stadium the route will 
be north to Washington Heights, from Washington Heights across Washington 
Bridge into the Bronx, making the second stop at the Hall of Fame. From the 
Hall of Fame continue north to Poe's Cottage where the third and last stop will 
be made. From Poe's Cottage the route will be south over the Grand Boulevard 
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to the University. Brief lectures at the Hall of Fame and at Poe’s Cottage. 
Tickets will indicate seat in automobile. 


EXCURSION NO. 6B. To the United States Immigration Station at Ellis 
Island. (This excursion is subject to cancellation.) 

TEN Sections. Sections III to X open to Division I. 

Section I, Saturday, July 14, 9 a. m.; Section II, Saturday, July 14, 10 a. m. 

Each section will leave Earl Hall at the hour indicated above and go by Subway 
express to South Ferry station, thence to the Barge Office pier. Ferry leaves from 
this pier every hour on the hour, returning from Ellis Island every hour on the 
half hour. Upon arrival at Ellis Island each section will proceed directly to the 
visitor’s gallery in the main building. Here explanations of the method of admit- 
ting immigrants will be given. After leaving the gallery, the other places of interest 
at Ellis Island will be visited, including the dining-room and detention quarters, 
the place where detained immigrants are met by friends, and the railroad quarters. 
As indicated above, it may be necessary to omit this excursion. Even should the 
excursion be made it must be remembered that there is not a great deal of especial 
interest to be seen at Ellis Island at this particular time. Carfare, 10 cents. 


EXCURSION NO. 7. To Coney Island, Saturday, July 14. 

TICKETS, 35 cents. Carfare, 20 cents. 

Leave Earl Hall promptly at 3 p. m., and go by Broadway (Fort Lee Ferry) 
surface car north to West 129th Street Pier. Boat of the Iron Steamboat Company 
leaves from this pier at 3:30. The sail down the river and bay and through the 
narrows on to Coney Island is a very delightful and instructive feature of this 
excursion. Arrive at Steeplechase Pier at 5:25, returning by train about 9 p. m. 
A special circular giving full details of a suggested itinerary will be issued for this 
particular excursion. 


EXCURSION NO. 8. To the Jumel Mansion and the Van Cortlandt Mansion, 
Museum, and Park, Monday, July 16. 

Leave Earl Hall promptly at 2:35 p. m., take Broadway-Amsterdam surface 
car at 117th Street and Broadway, going through on special cars, if plans are per- 
fected, to Amsterdam Avenue and 160th Street. Walk east one block to the Jumel 
Mansion. Herea brief talk will be made by the curator of the museum, giving the 
interesting history of the Mansion, after which the many historic relics relating to 
Washington and Napoleon will be pointed out and commented upon, Washington 
made his headquarters at what is now the Jumel Mansion from September 14 to 
October 21, 1776, hence the close association with the early Revolution—all of 
which is touched upon in the curator’s talk, During the entire summer of 1777, 
General Clinton made his headquarters here. From the mansion the party will go 
to the subway at 157th Street and thence by Subway to Van Cortlandt Park, 
where the Van Cortlandt Mansion and Museum will be visited. The mansion is 
an interesting landmark and its history replete with early associations. Within, 
many relics of colonial times may be seen—notice especially the kitchen. A polo 
game may be in progress in Van Cortlandt Park and since the grounds are very 
near the Mansion, opportunity may thus be afforded those interested to see an 
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exhibition of this particular phase of athletic sport. Return by subway, 242nd 
Street Station, to 116th Street Station. Fare, 15 cents. 


EXCURSION NO. 0. The making of a newspaper. To the New York Times. 

Four SEcTIONS. Assignments to respective sections made at the time of registra- 
tion. Section I, Monday, July 16; Section II, Wednesday, July 18; Section III, 
Friday, July 20; Section IV, Wednesday, July 25. 

Each Section will leave Earl Hall promptly at 7:30 p. m., and go by subway to 
Times Square station, thence to the Times Annex on West 43d Street. Here the 
detailed process of the making of a modern newspaper will be explained to small 
groups en route through the Times Building. A remarkable view of the city at 
night will be seen from the tower of the old Times Building. This excursion is 
offered by the courtesy of the New York Times. Return about 11 p. m. Fare, 
10 cents.

- Leave Earl Hall promptly at 12:45 p. m., and go by subway express to South 
Ferry station, from South Ferry to Battery Pier. The Ocean Sight-Seeing Yacht 
leaves from this pier at 1:30, going down the Bay, passing quarantine, Forts 
Wadsworth, Hamilton, and Lafayette, through the Narrows to the Lower Bay, 
passing Sandy Hook Lighthouses, Fort Hancock, on to the Sandy Hook Light Ship, 
twenty-five miles from New York.

Recalling our pleasant exchanges in con- 
nection with the Roosevelt Memorial {xhibition last 
June and your very great kindness to us at that time, 

I should like to ask your advice again in a matter that 
I believe comes within your field of expert knowledge. 
I have in my possession some fifty copies of one of the 
most exquisitely wrought medals in plaque form, which 
is the work of a famous German artist, and which was 
inténded to be used as a souvenir gift to distin- 
guished guests from that country coming to the United 
States and residing in the former Deutches Haus. With 
the discontinuance of the latter institution such use 
for these medals has entirely disappeared, and I have 
been wondering vhat disposition Columbia House might 
be able to make of them simply as works of art. It 
has occurred to me that you might advise me in this 
matter and perhaps give me a list of institutions or 
collectors who might care to add this medal to their 
collections. 


If in exchange Columbia House might acquire 
an occasional duplicate from some such collection of a 
medal of patriotic character or in any way significant 
of Americanism, so much the better. I should not, how- 
ever, expect to make that sort of exchange a condition 
of my distribution of these plaques. 


That you mey have a better idea of the medal 
I am sending you one under separate cover.
